Current fishing regulations in Inland Waters as a result of Public Act 21-12,
which allows for year round trout fishing.
As of 12/22/2021

The passage of Public Act 21-12 by the legislature eliminated the closed season for trout. Since that

time, the Fisheries Division has been working to revise inland fishing regulations to support the new law.
We are close, but are not there yet. A public hearing to comment on the proposed changes should be
forthcoming in early 2022. As such, there are no changes to the inland (freshwater regulations) at this
time. The 2021 regulations continue to be in effect until formal adoption of any new regulations (likely
in June of 2022).

This means -

e Some waters listed as closed to fishing as of a date (10/31, 11/30, 12/31, and last day of
February) remain open for trout fishing only. Fishing for all other species is not allowed. A
detailed list of effected waterbodies is provided below.

e The 2021 fishing regulations including daily creel limits, methods, gear, and size limits remain in
effect.

Farm River: Downstream of the I-95 bridge to route 142.

Hammonasset River: Downstream of the breached dam located approximately 300 feet above
River Road to route 1.

Whitfords Brook: Downstream of the Route 184 bridge to the confluence with Haley’s Brook.
Saugatuck River: Downstream of Wood Dam to the bridge on King’s Highway.

Tidal waters and tributaries.

Coginchaug River, Middletown — downstream from Route 3 bridge to its junction with the
Mattabesset River (Sebethe River).

Connecticut River and its coves.

Farmington River — downstream from the outlet of the Rainbow Dam Tailrace Canal to its
confluence with the Connecticut River (all fishing is prohibited in the Rainbow Dam Tailrace
Canal and in the Farmington River from the Tailrace Canal upstream to Rainbow Dam).
Housatonic River — downstream from the dam on Lake Housatonic (the Derby Dam).
Mattabesset River (Sebethe River), Middletown — downstream from the Route 372 bridge to its
junction with the Connecticut River.

Mystic River, Groton and Stonington — downstream from the confluence of Whitfords Brook and
Haleys Brook.

Naugatuck River — downstream from the Kinneytown Dam (Seymour) to its confluence with the
Housatonic River.



Niantic River, East Lyme and Waterford.

Quinnipiac River — downstream from the highway bridge on Route 5 in North Haven to its
junction with New Haven Harbor.

Salmon River, Haddam and East Haddam — downstream from the bridge on Route 151 to its
junction with the Connecticut River.

Thames River and its coves, including the Shetucket River downstream from Greenville Dam and
the Yantic River downstream of the falls at Indian Leap in Norwich.
